Leaders Hope to Rush 
Measure Through to 
Give 1929 Crop Benefit 
of Federal Aid. 


SENATE IS READY 
TO YIELD POINT 


Hope of Summer Recess 
Also Brings Pressure for 
Composition of House- 
Senate Difficulty. 


Washington, June 2.—(#)—Enact- 
ment of farm relief legislation this 
week is the goal of congressional lead- 


ers who believe the controversial ex- 
port debenture provision of the senate 
measure can be eliminated on recon- 
sideration. 

With wheat selling below the dollar 
a bushel mark, the lowest in 16 years, 
all interest at the capitol is centered 
on the farm problem. Blame for this 
condition is being passed freely 
around. The debenture group, which 
had a bare majority in the senate, as- 
serts the condition justifies the need 
for such a provision. The administra- 
tion supporters, opposed to debentures, 
contend the effort for this proposition 
must be abandoned in the interests 
of speedy enactment of a farm meas- 
ure acceptable to the president. 

Senate Group May Yield. 

The conferees of the senate and the 
house are expected to reach an agree- 
ment during the week on their long- 
standing controversy over farm relief 
and there are indications that the sen- 
ate group will yield on the debenture 
in the interests of an agreement, thus 
forcing the issue again before the sen- 
ate. 

Vacation plans of administration 
leaders still are centered on the all- 
summer recess, but this discussion 
has been laid aside to await the final 
disposition of the farm measure. While 
the senate is waiting for the report 
of the house-senate conference, it will 
be taking up another administration 
proposal for the extra session—repeal 
of the national origins immigration 
quota basis. 

The resolution of Senator Nye, re- 
publican, North Dakota, to carry out 
the recommendation of President 
Hoover for repeal of the national ori- 
gins of the immigration law will come 
up as soon as the senate disposes of 


the pending bill of Senator Borah, re- 
publican, Idaho, to license commission 


|'merchants dealing in perishable prod- 


ucts. A yote on the Borah bill to- 
morrow or Tuesday is in prospect. 

Senator Reed, republican, Pennsyl- 
vania, is in charge of those favoring 
the national origins provision and he 
believes he has the votes to prevent 
repeal. The new quota basis, pro- 
viding greater restriction and dras- 
tically changing some of the immigra- 
tion quotas, goes into effect July 1. 

Senator Watson, of Indiana, the re- 
publican leader, is keeping an eye on 
the farm relief situation and is pre- 
pared to force it to the immediate at- 
tention of the senate, once the con- 
ferees report. Senator McNary, re- 
publican, Oregon, the chairman of the 
conferees, is driving ahead with a view 
to reaching an agreement on the con- 
flicting agriculture measures by Tues- 
day or Wednesday. 

Once the farm bill is enacted, at- 
tention will be given to a recess. The 
senate finance committee will begin 
consideration of the house tariff bill 
next week, but Chairman Smoot says 
it is going to require about two 
months’ work in committee to get the 
measure ready for the senate. 

All Summer Recess. 

As a consequence, Senator Watson 
is looking ahead to an all-summer re- 
cess if an agreement is forthcoming 
to assure final disposition of the tariff 
before the regular session of congress 
begin. in December. Whether that 
agreement can be obtained still is

The disappearance of another man 
whose life Mrs. Powers insured, and 
the death of the agent who wrote the 
insurance was also. investigated. 
More recent activity, such as the send- 
ing of young men who answered ad- 
vertisements offering them a home, to 
insurance examiners, was also under 
scrutiny. It was such an advertise- 
ment that brought Parks to her home. 
and eventually. police contend, lured 
him to his death. 

“Perfect Crime.” 

Manchester and otbers contend that 
the aged woman had a strange influ- 
ence over persons with whom she 
came in contact. He said he was 
persuaded to kill Parks before he 
actually realized what was happen- 
ing, although he had told interviewers 
previously that “he thought” he had 
committed a perfect crime. 

In an effort to show the extent of 
Mrs. Powers’ operations, with insur- 
ance companies as her victims, it 
became known today that an effort is 
being made to obtain a complete list 
of payments made to Mrs. Powers on 
fire insurance policies which she held 
in her own name and on life insur- 


ance policies which had been assigned 
to her by others. 

County officers stated that there is 
every indication that not only will 
this record show her connection with 
the deaths of a number of white 
persons, but probably will include 
negroes. 

Sheriff Hicks stated that it had 
been suggested to him that he should 
excavate about the premises formerly 
occupied by Mrs. Powers on the river 
road in Jones county, just over the 
line from Bibb county. 

Things looked rather suspicious, the 
sheriff was informed, but he said that 
he had not considered the exploring 
of the old farm. It was there that 
Sam Wright died and on whose life 
Mrs. Powers collected a number of 
policies, the largest being for $5,000. 

Mrs. Powers and Manchester re- 
ceived no visitors at the jail today. 

Mrs. Powers did not figure in the 
religious services that were held in 
the morning, but Manchester was in 
the group of men who listened to the 
services.

Separate Federal and State Duties. 

Nothing is in the proposed amend- 
ment affecting the “sale” of alcoholic 
liquors for beverage purposes. That 
form of liquor traffic should be re- 
mitted to the several states in the 
interest of better enforcement 
whatever liquor laws are enacted by 
the congress and by the state. The state 
enforcement agencies are already 
formed and in action, and are numer- 
ous enough and competent enough, 
when honest, to deal with liquor sales 
with the highest human efficiency. 

To secure such efficiency is better 
the business of the state than of 
any national enforcement unit or fly- 
ing squadron of furtive federal agents. 

Nor is anything incorporated in the 
amendment relating to “intrastate 
transportation” of alcoholic liquors 
for beverage purposes, ‘That phase of 
the liquor traffic is also better left 
to supervision, regulation, or suppres- 
sion by the regular law enforcement 
agencies of the several states. 

We know that the American people 
have, with almost unanimous will- 
ingness, heretofore consented to the 
nation’s congressional control of the 
manufacture, interstate transportation 
und importation of alcoholic liquors 
for any and all commercial purposes. 
Even now the congress does, under 
the 18th amendment, control those 
phases of the liquor traffic for all 
non-beverage purposes. Those phases 
are the normal ones to be subjected 
to congressional legislation and pro- 
visions for law enforcement. 

By Undeniable Popular Action. 

The amendment, if and when sub- 
mitted, should be designated for rati- 
fication or rejection by conventions 
of delegates of the people in each 
state, authorized by the congress, 
elected in each state on the same 
day as a given congressional] election

val and political conditions that have 
supervened from applications of the 
policy since 1920, when the 18th 
' amendment became operative, my final 
conclusions are: 

First, that the form and terms of 
the 18th amendment were overdrawn 
und the intents of it are impossible 
of legal and effectual attainment ; 


Second, that, in the interest of a 
more productive . temperance policy 
and more acceptable administration 
of laws in that behalf, the. congress 
should submit, and the people be 
permitted to ratify or refuse, a sub- 
stitute amendment of the constitution 
for the 18th amendment now extant. 

The plan which I would suggest is 
submission of an amendment substan- 
tinlly as [vuliows: 

The Substitute Amendment, 

“The congress shall have power to 
regulate, or to prohibit, the manufac- 
ture and interstate transportation of 
alcoholic liquors for beverage purposes 
within, and the importation thereof 
into, the United States dnd all places 
subject to the jurisdiction thereof; 
except that no state shall be denied 
'power to probibit traffic in alcoholic 
| liquors in any form for beverage pur- 
poses within its jurisdiction.” 

That amendment, if ratified. would 
empower the congress to legislate at 
will, or refrain from legislating, upon 
the phases of the liquor traffic enu- 
merated therein, as the congress does 
now as to the tariff schednles, or in- 
come taxes under the 16th amend- 
ment. 

Make the People Responsible. 

It would enable the qualified voters 
in each state, and in each of the 450 
congressional districts of the United 
States. to indicate their majority will 
/ every two years as to how their repre- 
sentatives in the congress should vote 
upon issues of liquor legislation. That 
is as near to a national popular ref- 
erendum as the constitution will per- 
mit. It would keep congressional 
sentiment solvent and responsive to 
the popular will as expressed in na- 
tional elections.

THE PROTECTION OF X-RAY | 


‘AND RADIUM WORKERS. 


Recommendations adopted by the 
second International Congress of Radi- 
ology in Stockholm last summer, 
should interest all who work with 
X-rays or with radium. 

Working Hours—Not more than 
seven hour a day. Not more than 
five days a week. Workers should 
spend off days in the open air and 
sunlight.

The First in the Family 


By Robert Quillen ! 

Bruce Barton tells a sad story about a rich manufacturer who was 
approached by a stranger in France and congratulated because his name 
Stood for quality and square dealing throughout the world. 

“What a satisfaction it must be,” said the stranger. 

But the famous manufacturer had found no pleasure in success. *'l 
should feel as you suggest,’ said he; “but what does it all amount to 
when your son is a fool.” 

Mr. Barton would have us sympathize with the father, but I think 
him a greater fool than his son. 

The bitterness of his shame and disappointment indicates that his 
son’s lack of wit was hidden from him until recently. If he had known 
the truth years ago, he would now be reconciled to it. And the rawness 
of his wound, confessing the shock of recent discovery, confesses also a 
long and unpardonable neglect of his son. 

This man, being a manufacturer, knows how much skill and labor 
— patience are required to transform raw material into a finished prod- 
uct. 

He knows it must be shielded from influences that would contami- 
‘nate it; that it must be purged’of dross; that it must be shaped and tem- 
pered and polished. 

How carefully and intelligently he supervised the intricate processes 
required to perfect the article that won him fame as a manufacturer! 

Not once did he trust to luck; not once did he surrender his plant 
to the whims of irresponsible men and dismiss it from his mind while 
awaiting the finished product. 

And yet, incredible as it may seem, he gave no.thought to the train- 
ing of his son. , 

The boy was the a 
of his ambitions. 

Here was raw material infinitely precious—matarial to be refined 
and shaped and strengthened and polished—to be protected from harm- 
ful things and cleansed of impurities. 

And the father entrusted these duties to chance and strangers, while 
he stood aloof and waited until the finished product should be placed in 
his hands for criticism. 

‘““My son is a fool,”’ said he. 

A Shody product, ruined in the process of manufacture! And so 
would his other products be ruined if neglected as he neglected his boy. 

As pig iron may become a steel blade or a fence post, so the normal 
boy may become a great and wise man or a sneak and rogue, depending 
wholly on the intent and skill of the one who Shapes the raw material. 

If he becomes a fool, blame him little. Is the pig iron at fault if it 
becomes a sewer pipe instead of a ship’s rudder?

HOUSTON 1S FLOODED 
BY RAGING STREAMS 


Houston, Texas, June 2.—(#)—The 
east Texas flood, one of the worst in 
a quarter of a century, today was 
confined almost entirely to the gulf 
coast region. As count of the toll 


proceeded, a death from drowning was 
reported at Houston and it was feared 
that other lives might have been taken 
by the murky waters. Property dam- 
age at Houston alone will run inty 
millions of dollars. 

The body of Arthur Araldona. 
Mexican messenger boy, was dragged 
from the receding waters of Buffalo 
bayou, which forms the basin of the 
Houston ship channel. The discovery 
of the drowned youth jntensified the 
search for the body of a man reported 
to have fallen into the raging stream 
Friday night. Further loss of life 
was feared. 

Although little additional rain had 
fallen. within the last 24 hours along 
the upper reaches of streams in this 
section, the last of the slowly moving 
flood waters were not expected to 
reach the Gulf of Mexico before the 
middle of the week. 

Airplanes concentrated in Houston, 
made as many trips to inundated 
areas as possible, carrying passengers 
and food supplies. The three towns. 
Goose Creek, Pelley and Baytown, re- 
mained isolated, except by air, but 
residents said there was no danger of 
a serious food shortage. 

Buffalo bayou, which flooded much 
of the business section of Houston, 
was practically within its usual chan- 
nel today. Merchants were too busvr 
retrieving as much of their stock as 
possible to estimate the loss. 

Hundreds of city employes paid no 
attention to Sunday, working all dar 
on roads, bridges, the sewer system 
and waterworks, James H. B. House, 
city water commissioner, predicted 
that the central water plant would be 
in operation again Tuesday. 


WOMAN DROWNED 
AS DAMS BREAK. 

Cheyenne, Wryo., June 2.—()—A 
wall of water released when two large 
dams at the Hereford ranch, six miles 
east of Cheyenne, gave way early to- 
day claimed the life of one woman, 
destroyed bridges in its path and 
threatened valuable herds of livestock 
as the flood swept into northern Colo- 
racdo. 

The dam break was caused by the 
impounding of flood waters following 
a violent hail and rain storm. The 
reservoir was filled to overflowing 
from the sudden torrents that poured 
in from all sides.

The victory of the labor party in 
th British elections held on Thurs- 
day will be called “unsettling” by the 
conservatives, but a labor government 
is no longer new in Great Britain and 
business will probable be carried on 
as usual. At-any rate the London 
and Liverpool markets were not much 
affected upon their reopening on Fri- 
day, and as the leading plank in the 
labor platform was a promise to pro- 
vite work for the unemployed, a bull- 
ish interpretation may yet be put 
upon the election results.

Thus there are many reasons for 
satisfaction with the outlook. But it 
is well to emphasize that the activity 
of the past few months has been 
supernormal, and that a degree of 
mental deflation would be salutary 
for those who think it can be con- 
tinued in the face of dear money and

perts, demonstrated that she dominates | 
feminine tennis just as loftily as did | 
her former rival.
